For independent of a par- 
tiality which every man feels for his country, it muſt 
be admitted, that the degree of information, and 
the good habits of the people, will give the experi- 
ment the faireſt opportunity of ſucceſs. The in- 
trinfick excellence of the conſtitution, has been fully 
demonſtrated in its operation. If, therefore, it ſhould . 
be loſt, either by the follies or the vices of the people, 
wee ſhall be reduced to the melancholy concluſion, that 
chere is not virtue enough in man, to guard the 
poſſeſſion of his own liberty. In this diſgraceful 
condition, we may expect ſoon to be viſited by the 
peſtilence of kings, or the ſcourges of Robeſperre. - 
But let us remember, that the oppreſſed of all aas. 
lions, are viewing our conduct with anxious ſolici- - 
tude; and that our triumphs ot reaſon, will 
ſtrengthen their e in z the pions cauſe 1 
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ſm, ſhall be conſumed by 
its noble fires. And may the pillars of liberty, 
And the conſtitution, be as permanent as thoſe 
Ereation itſelf,
